(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Jan. 20. — The continued 
presence in Ottawa for several days past 
of Wm. Mackenzie and Ban Mann is 
now explained. It is announced that 
these gentlemen have closed a deal with 
the government for the construction of a 
railway either from Glenora or Tele- 
graph Creek, at the head of navigation 
on the Stickine, to Callbreath'd post on 
Teslin Lake, a diatance of about 130 
miles, whence there is uninterrupted 
navigation to Dawson, as Engineer Jenn- 
ing's report Bhows. The line, which A'ill 
be a narrow gauge one, will pass,throu-?b 
an undulating country where railway 
construction will be comparatively easy. 

.The exact details of the bargain are 
not yet officially announced, but it is 
understood that Mackenzie &, Mann will 
get a block ol land as subsidy. There 
will not be any caBh subsidy. It is ob- 
ligatory on the contractors that the line 
must be completed by September 1 next, 
so as to permit of supplies being sent 
into the Yukon before next winter. As 
a guarantee of their ability to carry out 
the stipulation of the contract, Macken- 
zie cc Mann have deposited with the gov- 
ernment the sum of $250,000, which will 
be forfeited should they fail. They in- 
tend going to work at once to purchase 
material and supplies. Before many 
days are over they will bav? 
nearly 10,000 men en route to 
tlie RCene of operations. The intention 
is to draw supplies by sleighs over the 
ice from the mouth of the Stickine and 
from the point of commencement of the 
railway. First of all, they will make a 
good trail to Teslin, which will be avail- 
able for the spring rush of miners. The 
British Co.'ui.ba government ia un- 
derstood to be a party to building the 
line. Close connection will be made 
with C.B.R. Bteamerson this route, and 
it is not unlikely that the company will 
operate the railway when built. 

Maitland Kersey, who has organi- 
zed a company including Leiter, of Chi- 
cago, Bonanza Mackay, Ogdeu Mills and 
other millionaires, has been here for 
days endeavoring to acquire this charter 
on to Dawson, and n greatly disap- 
pointed at his failure.

PROVISIONS FOR CUBA.. 

A Shipload Dispatched for Distribution by 
United States Consul. 

New Yoiik, Jan. 20. — The steamer 
Orizaba of the Ward line, which left for 
Havana to-day, carried away 400,000 
pounds of provisions and 200,000 grains 
of quinine collected by the Cuban relief 
committee, to be distributed among the 
Buffering people of the island, under the 
direction ol Gen. Lee, United States 
coubuI general at Havana. 

A separate consignment to Goneral 
L°e consistB of 18 tons of provisions con- 
tributed by the members of the Phila- 
delphia Grocers' and Importers' Ex- 
change, and six cases, of quinine from 
the Philadelphia Drug Exchange. The 
shipments consist ot flour, pork, corn- 
meal, canned goods and other pro- 
visions.

London, Jan. 2G.^-The Central News 
says that the efforts of the Italian gov- 
ernment to obtain concessions from the 
governments of the Latin union relative 
to the circulation of the Bilver coinage 
of these countries in Italy has been suc- 
cessful, The article of the convention 
of 1893, which bound the governments 
to reciprocally redeem in gold such of 
their silver as might filter through cir- 
culation into the other states, haB been 
moderated.

SAYS THE BARON LIED. 

A Paris Paper's Comment on the German 
Repudiation of Dreyfus. 

Paris, Jan. 20.— The Chauvinist 
papers are indignant over the statement 
made in the reichstag by Baron von 
Bulow, German minister of foreign 
affairs, to the effect that no relations of 
any kind had ever existed between 
Dreyfus and the German authorities. 
The papers assert that the minister's 
statement ia additional proof that Drey- 
fus was hand in glove with the German 
authorities. La Patrie says: "Baron 
von Bulow lied at the bidding of his im- 
perial master." 

ARMS FOR AFR1DIS. 

They Came From Russia and Were Seized 
by a British Gunboat. 

Muscat, Gulf of Oman, Jan. 20. — The 
BritiBh gunboat Lapwing seized the 
ateamer Baluchistan off here, and her 
cargo of arniB and ammunition haa been 
confiscated. The cargo ia held by the 
British consul. 

Oman iB a kingdom in Arabia, between 
the Persian Gulf and Arabia sea or Sea 
of Oman. Muscat is the capital of the 
kingdom of Oman, and has active trade 
in British India. The Sultan of Oman, 
who has despotic away, has a naval force 
at his disposal. 

It may be presumed that the cargo of 
arms and ammunition seized was in- 
tended for the uee of the insurgents in 
LahichiBtan, who recently have bflen giv- 
ing considerable trouble to the British. 
According to dispatchea from Calcutta 
since January 12th there has been a 
serious outbreak in the province of Mek- 
ran, the largest province of Baluchistan, 
and not far from where the steamer 
mentioned waB seized. .A British sur- 
vey party waB attacked by a number of 
natives. Captain Burn, who w«b iu 
command of the party, escaped on a 
camel, travelling 130 miles in 30 houis 
to Ormara, on the Arabian sea. 

It iB reported tiiat the whole Kej val- 
ley ia in a turmoil, that the troops of 
Kahn Kelat are holding Nasirabad , a 
military post in India, southeast of Ki- 
mere, and that Fort Paani has been 
looted and Ormara itself threatened. 

London, Jan. 20. — The seizure of the 
steamer Baluchistan tends to explain 
the mystery as whence the Afridia se- 
cured their arniB. The ownerB of the 
Baluchistan pay she has been released 
and proceeded. They add that the anna 
were shipped by a dozen different Rus- 
sian firms.

Ottawa, Jan. 26.— Petitions have nrg 
rived at the inland revenue department 
from some of the eastern board of trades 
that the law respecting canned gooda 
should be amended by requiring packets 
to place in clear lettering on each can 
the net weight of the contents and the 
date when the goods were packed. The 
department will ask the views of boardB 
of trade throughout the country on this 
request. Some years ago similar peti- 
tions were presented to the department, 
hut were bo strongly opposed by cannere 
that the matter waB not pressed. The 
contention of the dinners iB that if the 
goods are put up properly it matterB not 
whether they are one year old but that 
the stamping of the date on the can pre- 
judices purchasers. 

The civil servants think they have 
fallen on evil days. Besides not receiv- 
ing the annual inciease in salary the 
officers of the customs service were to- 
day ordered to report for duty hereafter 
at 9 a.m. and work until 5 :30 p.m. with 
one hour f or lunch. 

Liberal party managers in Ontario aro 
in a blue funk about the Dominion Gov- 
ernment decree not to have the statutory 
increase to the civil servants again this 
year. They fear a complete slump of the 
civil sarvice vote to the Conservatives. 
Ottawa will certainly elect two Whit- 
neyites.

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Great Britain Plainly Declares That 
No Hostile Tariffs Shall Shut 
Out Her Goods. 



So-Called Spheres of Influence of 
Foreign Nations Subject to 
Treaty Kiglits. 



London, Jan.2G, — In a speech last 
night at Bolton, Mr. George N. Ouizon 
referred to the Chinese situation in 
terms which, though not very lucid, 
surest that there is an intention to 
widen the scope of the utterances re- 
cently made by members of the govern- 
ment. He eaid that tia the other powers 
were Bhowing a disposition to acquire 
special advantages in China, Great Brit- 
ain was entitled to claim compensatory 
advantages and to demand that privi- 
leges given to others should not be in- 
consistent with British treaty right3. 

It seemed to be thought in Borne quar- 
tos that any foreign power might, by 
establishing what iB called a sphere of 
influence, introduce its tariff and set up 
exclusive commercial control. Such a 
sphere would not poasibly give any gov- 
ernment the right to abrogate or curtail 
treaty rights possessed by others, and un- 
der her treaties Great Britain has pre- 
cisely the same right of entry in every 
port under the same conditions and tariff 
ae any other power. Great Britain's 
treaty rights rendered the operation of 
spheres of influence in China impossi- 
ble. Every British government niicht 
be relied upon to insist upon these 
rights, This remark elicited loud 
cheers. 

From the foregoing, it appers to be 
Great Britain's intention not only to 
keep the existing treaty ports open, as 
the speech of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
has been widely interpreted to mean, 
but to insist upon having whatever 
rights anybody else obtains in the future 
in every Chinese port. Some of the 
newspapers in their editorial comments 
on the speech shy at ;l compensatory ad- 
vantages." The Standard, a Tory organ, 
suggests that it would be more accurate 
to say consequential guarantees. 

Mr. Curzon, referring to the negotia. 
tions for a loan, said: " We have every 
reason and right to hope that they will 
be satisfactory." 

The newspapers here comment on 
French, Russian and German reinforce- 
ments going to the Far East, while no 
corresponding addition is made to the 
British fleet, and say : " Happily Great 
Britain can count on tho assistance in- 
stead of the hostility, of the United 
States. But the Japanese navy ia a 
factor of uncertain value." 

An article in the Fall Mall Gazette 
aays: " The German fleet may be Baid to 
hold the balance between England and 
Japan and France. and Russia, and have 
the position of arbiter — the very thing 
the Kaiser would desire; and with the 
force he possesses in the Far East he 
could dictate terms. If the position ia 
really critical, we run the grave risk of 
leaving our fleet weak. In fact, we pre- 
pare to open the contest with a retro- 
grade move. 

Nbw York, Jan. 25. — According to ad- 
vices from London the Bpeech of Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach declaring that 
Great Britain will demand free com- 
merce for the world in Chinese ports, 
continues to be the Eeneational feature 
of all discussion of the complications in 
China.

The Times continues : "It has 
been imagined that the chancellor of the 
exchequer delivered something like an 
ultimatum with regard to the proposed 
Chinese loan. In reality he did nothing 
of the kind. He merely said that Ejg- 
!<ind would never allow tier commerce iu 
h«j excluded from the Chinese markets. 
Gar attitude is in no sense aggressive, 
but merely self-defensive." This re- 
markable attempt to explain away the 
chancellor's bellicose declaration ia 
made to placate liusaia. 

inbia prospering;. 

Revenue Coming in Well and Frontier War 
Costing Less Than Anticipated. 

London*, Jan. 26.— Lord George Ham- 
ilton has made public a despatch from 
the Indian government stating that the 
revenue wag coming in well and the ex- 
penditure on tlie frontier war was much 
less than had been anticipated, and that 
the government would be able to meet 
without difficulty all disbursements for 
the present financial year, with the 
prospect of a substantial surplus for next 
year's proceedings. 

Discuesing India's immense produc- 
tive capacity, which be referred toaBnot 
yet fully developed, but capabL of being 
developed by an influx of idle British 
capital, Lord Hamilton aaid: "Stable 
exchange would attract eapital,that could 
not be secured either by an international 
bimetallic arrangement or by India es- 
tablishing a gold standard. The result 
of the Wolcott mission showed that the 
former is impracticable, but the diffi- 
culties in the gold standard are not so 
great aB some believe." His Lordship 
said he believed tho home government 
would materially assist India in this 
matter, and he would venture the opin- 
ion that it would do India "infinitely 
more good than any temporary loan of a 
million or two to meet the expenses of 
the frontier war."

Montreal, Jan. 2G.— (Special)— The 
banquet to Premier Marchand by the 
Club Letellier to-night was a great auc- 
C6BB.

Preparations for the Erection of 
New C. P. R. Terminal 
Buildings. 

Organization of the Chamber of 
Mines— Great Quantity of Hali- 
but ou the Banks. 



Vancouver, Jan. 26.— (Special)— The 
committee appointed by a number of 
prominent mining men to complete the 
details of the formation of an organiza- 
tion to be called the Chamber of Mines 
met yesterday and decided to send out 
circular letters explaining the raison 
d'etre of the organisation. It waa de- 
cided to hold a general meeting on the 
10th of February for the adoption of 
conatitution and by-laws. 

Thomaa Tompkins is here to com- 
mence the construction of the C.P.R, 
depot. Mr. Tompkins built the Van- 
couver post office and at that time 
created no little disgust in tho ranks of 
labor by importing men from the 
East. On being spoken to regarding this 
matter he said that he would act 
atrictly on business principles in the 
matter, giving preference to local work- 
men in the matter, but, failing to secure 
these, lie would bring men from the 
KaBt. Two million brick will be aecured 
here for construction, beaideB an imense 
quantity of atone. The terra cotta will 
be from Deseronto, Ont., and the steel 
will come from the Hamilton Bridge Co. 
A very large number of hands will be 
employed. Mr. Tompkina states that 
all the C.P.R. hotels acrosa the conti- 
nent will be enlarged to accommodate 
the increasing traffic. 

The steamers Willapa and TeeB, which 
called here on their way from Victoria 
to the north, took 50 passengers from 
this port yesterday. The Tees took 
70,000 feet of lumber. Both vessels 
were loaded to their fullest capacitv. 

Robt. Kerr, of the C.P.R. at Winni- 
peg, who iB at present in the city, says 
that by September the C.P.R. can land 
passengers at Dawson from Vancouver 
or Victoria in a week. The Athenian, 
Tartar, Amoor and Packshan will run 
from these Coast cities every week to 
Wrangel. On the Stickine there will be 
a fleet of 20 Btern wheelers, at present 
pack trains will have to be used on the 
land trail, but a railway will be in opera- 
tion in four montha over 120 milea. At 
Pealin lake another fleet of ateamera are 
in readinesB to take passengers to Daw- 
son. 

Burns' anniversary was celebrated last 
night by a banquet at the Hotel Metro- 
pole. About 75 members of No. 172 
Royal Scot Camp, Sons of Scotland, were 
preeent. 

Utving to the rush of the northern 
trade the New England Fish company, 
who are the principal operators of the 
British Columbia halibut fisheries, have 
had only one steamer at work this sea- 
son and in consequence the catch bo far 
has been lighter than for the same time 
laat year, but, in spite of much bad 
weather, the individual ahipmenta have 
heen large, the latest amounting to 
50,000 pounda of fish. The fish are re- 
ported to be very plentiful and in good 
condition, and if another boat were to 
be had the Bhipmenta could be almoat, 
if not quite, doubled. In view nf thi" 
the company is sending out one of its own 
boats Irum uie Atlainio coast to go into 
the fishing and this vessel ia expected 
in Vancouver next mouth. ■ The new 
■steamer will have a much greater capac- 
ity than any of the boats that have yet 
been in the service. 



WESTMINSTEK GAOL. 

Inq iiry Into Its Management Now in Pro- 
ri e&H. 

New Westminster, Jan. 26.— The in- 
quiry into the government of the New 
Westminster gaol ia in progress. Several 
witnesses swore that Officer Caldbeck 
has instigated a prisoner named Roberts 
to write anonymous letters reflecting on 
conduct of the warder.

VISITING WARSHIPS. 

Spanish Government Not Annoyed by Their 
Presence in Havana and Sending Their 
Own to the States. 

New York, Jan. 20.— A Madrid des- 
patch to tho World aays : Official intima- 
tion of the contemplated visit of Ameri- 
can veasela of war to Havana, and the 
presence oi an American equadron in 
West Indian watera, has caused quite a 
sensation and much diapleaBtire at 
Madrid, which the press of the city of 
all sides of opinion echo to-day with 
much bitternesB. 

El Imparcial calls the conduct of Am- 
erica " provocation without justifica- 
tion," and recommends the Spaniards in 
Havana to be prudent and self-possess- 
ed, and to show disdain and indifference 
during the stay of the American vessels. 

Sagasta aays the Spanish government 
attaches no importance to the move- 
ments of the American ships, aa they are 
perfectly aware that President McKin- 
ley harborB no desigiiB against the pres- 
ent cordial relations between the two 
countries. It is easy to see, however, 
he says, how politician and military 
men apprehend any demonstration by 
tho old Spanish party in Havana, on the 
occasion of a visit by American vessels), 
that it would find an echo in patriotic 
feelings and hardly BuppresB irritation 
againat the United States in Spain. 

Considerable reticence is exhibited at 
the Cuban Junta to-day regarding the 
sinking of the filibustering steamer Til- 
lie. Officially it is given out that the 
Junta had no connection with that ill- 
fated vessel. 

Havana, Jan. 20. — The German 
cruiser Charlette (school Bhip) haa j net 
arrived here from Key West, and euine 
French warBhipa are expected from New 
Orleans. 

Madrid, Jan. 20. — Two Spaniah bat- 
tle-shipa of 7,000 tone displacement 
have been ordered to visit American 
ports. 

Washington, Jan. 26. — The informa- 
tion from Madrid that the Spaniah gov 
ernment had decided to send the war- 
ship Viscazara on a viait to American 
porta caused comment in official circlee 
She ia a formidable craft, larger, faater 
and more powerful than the Maine. The 
ship was launched in 1891, cost $3,000, 
000, and is capable of 21 knots speed, 
while tho Maine makea but 17jo knots 

WAR SHIPS ON LAKES. 

A Representative Busies Himsell to Secure 
Abolition of Their Prohibition. 

Washington, Jan. 20.— Representa- 
tive Smith, one of the Republican mem 
bera of the house committee on foreign 
affaire, called on Assistant Secretary Day 
at the state department to-day to confer 
with the authorities on the modification 
of that feature of tho treaty of Ghent 
under which the building of war ships 
on the Great Lakes iu prohibited. He is 
urging that the modification be brought 
about by negotiations through diploma' 
tic channels, and after his conference to 
day Mr. Smith expressed confidence 
that a modification of the treaty could 
be accomplished. 

A RAILWAY DEAL. 

Manitoba and Northwestern Control Chang 
ing Hands but Not to Northern 
Pacific. 

New York, Jan. 20.— It waB rumored

RAIL TO TESLIN LAKE. 

The announcement that arrangements 
have been made with MeBsrs. Mann & 
Mackenzie to cpnstruct a line of railway 
from Telegraph Creek to TeBlin Lake is 
of very great importance. There ia no 
doubt aa to the ability of the gentlemen 
to push the work through as rapidly as 
any one can. They have large means 
and extensive experience. Quick work 
will have to be done, but our informa- 
tion aa to the route leads us to believe 
that it ia sufficiently easy to permit of 
the work being done in the time apecified 

In the Times despatch it is said that 
the contractors will be required to make 
traffic arrangements with the Canadian 
Pacific railway. We think that there 
must be something more than this, be 
cause it will hardly be the policy of the 
government to place the Canadian Pacific 
in a different position in regard to 
traffic over the line to that which will be 
occupied by other companies doiDg 
business upon the Stickine river. If 
the idea ia that emphaais is to be given 
to the fact that the new road is to be a 
part of the all-Canadian route to the 
Yukon, well and good ; but we Bubmit 
that it will be very unfair to other com 
panies doing a steamboat business to 
have the Canadian Pacific given special 
privileges aa to traffic over the railway 
in question. 

The construction of this railway will 
>;ive a tremendous impetus to business 
upon the Stickine river thiB year. When 
we add to the fact, that this line will be 
under construction, the additional fact 
that the Caasiar Central railway people 
will be pushing their line through at the 
earliest possible day, it will be seen that 
Northern British Columbia will be a 
very busy country for the next twelve 
months. It ia worthy of note that the 
Caasiar Central's road will extend for 
aixty miles in a direction that will make 
ft a portion of a through line to Teslin 
Lake. 

These operations will make Wiangel a 
vory prominent place this summer. 
Thousands upon thousands of tons of 
freight will have to be handled there, 
and thousands of people will make that 
town a temporary stoppinu: place. Glen- 
ora and Telegraph Creek will spring at 
once into prominence, and will certainly 
become places of great importance. 
What is of almost equal moment ia that 
the Stickine will immediately become the 
great highway of travel to the Yukon. 
A3 rapidly aa a mile of the railway ia 
constructed it will beuaed for forwarding 
merchandise. We believe the buildera 
of the liue will make almoat enough out 
ol it during conatruction to pay for it. 

THEY SIIOULD COME WEST. 

Tho Seattle TimeB says it ia a pity that 
every newspaper man in the East could 
not be compelled to spend six months in 
the Weat. The remark applies equally 
to Canada and we would extend it to 
embrace members of parliament. A 
■very intelligent gentleman from Prince 
Edward Island, who waB in Victoria last 
week, speaking of the Yukon ruBh, said 
it would be very little ubo for him to go 
Imok home and tell what the people here 
expect, because he said they will not 
believe it. " They cannot think it poe- 
eiblo that thousands or tens of thousands 
of people will go North. If I tell them 
that Victoria looks for 50,000 peo- 
ple, at least, to try to get into tho Yukon, 
they will think that really moans 5,000. 
You know that we are not accustomed 
1 1 movements of such largo bod- 
4ei of people in the East." 
When told of the crowds already 



going North on the ateamera, he said he 
wished he could see aome of them for 
then he could tell hia friends that his 
convictions were not the reault of. hear- 
say only. This gentleman ia repre- 
aentative of a very large clasB of Eastern 
people. But the misapprehension of 
conditions actually existing in the Weat 
is n3t wholly due to the inability of 
Eastern people to realize that such 
things can be, but in a measure reaulta 
from exaggeration made by returned 
Westerners. Not long ago a minister of 
the gospel who had apent aome yeara in 
the Weat returned to hia home and gave 
a lecture there. In it he apoke of jour- 
nalism in Weatern Canada. The idea 
he conveyed may be gathered from the 
fact that one of hia audience wrote to a 
friend engaged in newspaper work on 
the CoaBt, that it must be an odd sensa- 
tion to do newspaper work with a loaded 
revolver lying beside tho ink bottle, 
ready for instant use. The Col- 
onist has seen a letter written 
by a lady in Chicago asking a 
friend if it were possible for a lady to 
get a bonnet or a gown made in Victoria. 
The writer was thinking of coming out 
to live here while her husband was at 
Klondkie, and wanted to know if she 
would have to bring enough millinery 
and dresses to last her as long aB Bhe 
might atay. The letters which every 
newspaper receives from people who are 
thinking of coming West betraya the 
fact that they imagine almoBt primitive 
conditions to exist here. An EiBtern 
business man, who was lately in Victoria 
and went home with entirely new and 
very satisfactory ideas of the prospects 
of this city and of the whole province, 
admitted that he had come here expect- 
ing to find openings in varioua lines. " I 
realize now," he said, " that a man 
must make an opening for himfcelf; but 
I think the chance to do so is excellent.' 
An Eastern printer, after being Bhown 
over the Colonist office, expressed his 
utter amazement that such a printing 
plant could be found here. " I had no 
idea," he said, " that you were bo much 
ahead of us Easternera." 

Eaatern newapaper men have a very 
vague idea of how things are on the 
Coast, as may be seen from the many 
references they make to it. We believe 
that if there was a better understanding 
upon these points the Weat would be a 
corded fairer treatment. The eame ob- 
aervation applies to public men. Some 
few of them know the West as it is, but 
the majority of them do not. A trip 
West and a stay of six months, as our 
Seattle contemporary suggests, would do 
them all good. 

THE U SITED STATES ARMY. 

General Miles, commanding the army 
of the United States, has lately given 
that country a warning which it would 
do well to heed. He has pointed out 
that the army is without ammunition; 
not that it has not a large quantity of 
gunpowder on hand, but because nearly 
all of it iB old style, and hence not fit for 
modern ordnance. He likewise pointa 
out that the army ia numerically very 
inadequate to any demand that would 
be made upon it in case of a foreign war, 
This warning is valuable and ought to 
have the effect of moderating the tone of 
the jingo press and jingo members of 
congress towards other governments 
We hardly dare hope that it will do so, 
because that element baa fallen into the 
habit of employing extravagant and 
bombastic language, which in the caae 
of any other people in the world would 
be regarded aa an immediate prelude to 
hoatilities, and has grown accustomed to 
it that it has become like second nature 

The position occupied by the United 
States among nations is unique. It 
needs only to observe the principles of 
common fair play to be able to avoid in 
ternational complications. If Mexico is 
Fiimply allowed to go along her own way 
unmolested, no occasion will arise on 
the south calling for the use of an army. 
If ordinary civility prevails in dealings 
with Canada, there will never be the 
least need for an army on the northern 
frontier. Xo nation has the slightest 
desire to attack the United States, not, 
as most of the papera and public men of 
that country appear to think, because 
of foar, but because there ia no conceiv- 
able reason why they ahould wish to do 
so. All that tho government at Wash- 
ington has to do, to enable it to getalorg 
without a single soldier under armt — 
that is bo far aa foreign relations go — ia 
to observe tho ordinary rules of inter- 
national courtesy. For all practical pur- 
poses, and so far as relates to interna- 
tional relatione, the United States is now 
without an army. Tho full strength of the 
military arm of the Bervice is 27,lo5, as- 
suming that all tho regiments have their 
full complement of men. From this 
small force about 2,000 men- must be 
subtracted for non-combatanta, and al- 
lowing for the shortage always prevail- 
ing on the roll of the several regiments, 
it ia doubtful if General Miles could to- 
day count upon more than 20,000 men 
in tho event of hostilities. The force is 
well officered, numerically at least, for 
of generals and commissioned officers 
thero are enough to Bupply one for every 
ten privates. 

This army is quite strong enough for 
all domestic purposes. It is intended 
especially for the Indian frontier ser- 
vice, as is shown by the fact that a third 
of tho whole force consists of cavalry, 
tn the German army cavalry form only 
one-ninth of tho whole force 
under arms. In Great Britain 
the cavalry are one-tweifth and in 



France one-eighth of the whole force. 
The make-up of the whole United States 
army shows very clearly thf {purposes for 
which it ia maintained. There ia a 
cavalry force for frontier work, an it- 
fantry force to bs used for police pur- 
poaea when necessary, and an artillery 
force sufficient to keep the few coast de- 
fenceB in repair. This is all the countty 
really requires, unless jingoism gets the 
upper hand of the proverbial good sense 
of the people. 

Some attempts have been made to in- 
duce congress to assent to a substantial 
increase in the regular army ; but with- 
out success, for the reason that a fear 
exists among a large element of the 
population, a fear which has been hand- 
ed down from the founders of the repub- 
lic, that a large standing army ia a men- 
ace to popular institutions. Thia idea 
haa been strengthened by tho growing 
belief of what are called the workiug 
classes that Booner or later a 
life and death struggle will be 
precipitated between labor and capital. 
A few yearB ago there was a great out- 
cry all over the United States because it 
was proposed to train the boys attend- 
ing college in the uae of arraa. The asser- 
tion waa made that the object of the 
propoaal was to call into existence an 
armed body of young men from the 
wealthier classes, who would be 
trained to shoot down laboring men 
when the time came for them to assert 
the rights, which corrupt legislatures 
and corrupt courts had filched frora 
them and turned over to wealthy cor- 
porations. The same idea has led more 
than one state legislature either to re- 
fuse to vote anything for militia pur- 
poses, or else to reduce the appropria- 
tion to bo small a figure Lhat it would be 
useless. So strong is this feeling that a 
proposition to make any substantial in- 
crease in the standing army is certain of 
defeat. 

Very much reliance ia placed by some 
people in the United States upon the 
efficiency of the Btate militia, but the 
best authorities do not regard this as n 
vary valuable adjunct to tho army. It 
is under the command of the governors 
of the several states and cannot be called 
upon to do duty outside of the state. It 
ii not very well armed and by no means 
well officered, that is reckoning experi- 
ence as worth something. It is in Bome 
states very well drilled in such work as 
shows well ori parade. There i3 ab- 
solutely no plan for its mobilization ; iia 
commanding officers have little or to 
idea of what would be required in case it 
became necessaryito move any large 
number of men, and in the great major- 
ity of cases the men enrolled have only 
joined their respective corps because 
they form a sort of Bocial club. General 
Milea has given hia viewa as to the value 
of the militia in the event of war, and he 
doea not rate it vesy highly. 

THE MIGHTY FALLEN. 

We have another letter from Hon. D. 
W. HigginB, which we print thia morn 
ing. We sincerely trust that when he 
reads it in cold type, he wtlirjbe half ps 
much amuBedby it aa we have been. It 
ia something to have contributed half a 
column to the gaiety of nations. We 
have not much to Bay in regard to it. It 
would be a pity to spoil so delicious a 
morsel by doing anything todetlect pub- 
lic attention from itB charm. But an 
obBervation of two may be made. First 
aa to no one's mouth being closed except 
Mr. Speaker's. We are nor aware that 
we said that Mr. Speaker's mouth waB 
closed as to anything. What we com- 
mented upon was the uneeemlinesB of 
hiB deciding a case before it haa ariBen. 
He has an absolute right to do bo if he 
chooses; but if he does, he must be pre- 
pared to have people question his mo- 
tives and pass an unfavorable judgment 
upon his discretion. 

In regard to his advice as to how 
newspapers accused ot libel Bhould con- 
duct themselves, we have only to say 
that ho ia wholly wrong. It is ab- 
solute rubbish to say that pend- 
ing the trial of a criminal cause 
newspapers must refrain from comment, 
leat they may influence thoso who may 
possibly be upon the jury. When a jury 
haa once been empanelled to try the 
cause, then comment should cease ; then 
the courts will see that it ceases; but 
until that time arrives any one may dis- 
cubs the case when and how he pleasep, 
and there is no court that can undertake 
to call him to account for contempt. 
Every ope who haa not forgotten day- 
before-yeeterday, bo to speak', kuowB 
that this is tho case. Mr. Tarte brought 
a libel suit against Mr. Grenier. There 
were mileB of editorial written upon 
the suit before it came to trial; 
but no one wae called to account 
for a contempt of court. Take the 
famoua Parnell trial. The paperB 
teemed with comment before the jury 
was empanelled, and those who will 
remember the case will recall how tho 
presiding judge cautioned the jurors 
against being influenced by what they 
had read. The case of Dr. Jameson waB 
the constant subject of newspaper com- 
ment before trial ; yet no one was sum- 
moned for contempt. The Tichborne 
caBe was commented upon by all the 
papers, but no one suggested ehat any 
contempt of court had been committed 
until a jury actually had tho case before 
it. According to the new doctrine which 
Hon. Mr. Higgins now preaches, but 
did not by any means practice when 
seated in the editorial chair, if the com- 
munity is shocked by a great crime and 
some one iB arrested for it, the news- 
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paper, which condemns the crime, may 
be hauled before the court for a contempt 
and be eummarily punished. 



Major Walsh very properly cautions 
the public against tho army of Klondike 
promoters who are abroad in the land, 
with the rankest kind of wildcat propo- 
sitions. Every paper in Canada ahould 
go out gunning for wildcat mining propo- 
sitions. We have too good a country to 
be content to see it injared by charac- 
terless adventurers. 



Tin: Colonist iB very much obliged to 
Mr. Higgins for hia friendly anxiety 
about the peraonal and pecuniary wel- 
fare of its editor. May it be allowed to 
reciprocate by expressing ita friendly 
anxiety aa to the reputation of the hon- 
orable gentleman aa a parliamentarian 
and newspaper man. ThoBe who know 
Mr. Higgins aa a man, who when he 
t)okany ground Btood on it manfully, 
will be aomewhat aurprised to see him 
attempt to cover his retreat from an un- 
tenable position by a fu6ilade of matter 
perfectly irrelevant to the subject of hia 
former letter. 

Tin-: Times, replying to our question 
as to when this paper " insulted " Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Mclnnes, referB us to 
two placeB in our issue of December 23. 
There is no reference to Hon. T. R. Mc- 
lnnes, either direct or indirect, in the 
issue referred to. There is a reference 
to public interests being sacrificed to 
party considerations, but the gentleman 
above mentioned was not mentioned, 
nor waa he in the mind either of the 
writer of the news article or of the 
writer of the editorial paragraph. In- 
desd the news article itself shows that 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes was not 
referred to, for it lays the blame for the 
appointment of an incompetent operator

II. A. McClellaua of San Franciacc 
and O. W. Shool of St. Louis, the latter 
here in advance of a party who intend 
to outfit in this city for the Klondike, 
are at the Victoria. 

One certain indication of the return of 
good timeB is found in the fact that quite 
a number of the smaller restaurants now 
find it possible to increase their rates 
The advent of the fifteen-cent meal was 
significant of the depression. Now 
patrons of these establishments are de- 
manding better Bervice, and apparently 
are prepared to pay for it. 

It is expected that notwithstanding 
the bitter feeling between the two men, 
and the fact that Sergt.-Major Elliott 
has insisted on an over-large stake, that 
doughty warrior of the British army and 
the young Russian. Ivan de Malchin, 
will come together once more at the 
drill hall, either on Wednesday 
Thursday next. De Malchin is now sure 
of a horse that suits him, and goes into 
training at Esquimalt for the encounter, 
which promises to be a hot one. 

The magnificent new legislative hall 
is now rapidly nearing cqmpletion, and 
a very good idea may now be had of how 
it will look when the finishing touches 
are made. Yesterday workmen were 
engaged in laying on the floor a magnifi- 
cent crimson carpet of the finest quality, 
decorated with the arms of the province 
in colors while the classic words, 
" Splendor sine occasu," which appeBr 
thereon at frequent intervals apparently 
guarantee" warranted not to fade," to 
use a liberal translation. 



Mb. W. M. Lovbridge, until recently 
superintendent of the Duke of York 
hydraulic claim at Alberni, has been ap- 
pointed to the important position of 
superintendent of the Golden River, 
Quesnelle. As is well known, these 
works at Quesnelle are very extensive, a 
huge dam having been successfully con- 
structed to hold back the waters of the 
river so that the channel thus laid bare 
may be worked. The dam and pre- 
liminary work having been completed 
active operations are to be carried on 
during the coming season and are ex- 
pected to result in a large addition to 
the gold output of the province. Mr. 
Loveridge has had very extensive ex- 
perience in placer and hydraulic min- 
im: in California and will prove a valu- 
able man to tho company. 

Argument in the Harris v. Dunsmuir 
appeal was concluded in the full court 
yesterday, judgment being reserved. 
Yesterday afternoon was taken up in 
hearing the appeal of Pone v, Cole. De- 
fendant conveyed to plaintiff' the El 
Dorado mineral claim in Rossland dis- 
trict, the consideration being $5,260. 
Subsequent to the Bale, a Burvey was 
made of the prior locations of the Reba 
anil Mascot claims with the result that 
they were found to absorb more than 
two-thirds of the El Dorado claim. 
Plaintiff then sued for the refund of his 
payment. The trial before Mr. Justice 
McColl resulted in favor of the defen- 
dant and from this decision the plaintiff 
appeals. Judgment was reserved. Mr. 
H. E. A. RobertBon for plaintiff (ap- 
pellant), Mr. L. P. Duff for defendant 
(respondent). The peremptory list for 
to-day is: Sibbald v. Tappan, re Quoi 
Shiug.

for Dawson, which must be stamped in 
the usual way, and will be delivered to 
the mounted police at Dawaon as quickly 
a! possible, a charge of $2 per half ounce 
baing made for the handling. The fact 
that very many infinitely prefer thus to 
trust to private enterprise at a heavy 
cost to get their letters through Bhould 
awaken the authorities to the urgent 
necessity of at once improving the north- 
ern mail facilities.

Major Walsh has sent to Ottawa a 
warning as to worthless Klondike claims 
offered for sale, which reads aB follows : 
" I am informed that fifteen or twenty 
agents and brokers have come out from 
Dawson, carrying with them hundnds — 
some say thousands— of certificates for 
entries for mining on all streams in the 
neighborhood and to the mountain tops, 
with tho hope that they can be put on 
the market and bo readily seized by the 
eullible public in the United States and 
Canada. They are trying to imitate the 
brokerB of South Africa and Rossland. If 
this is true, there is no question but it 
will be injurious to the country and to 
good properties that may be put on ttie 
market." 

Several interesting points of practice 
cropped up in tho case of Gordon v. 
Road ley in diambars yesterday. This 
is a Kamloops case in which the plain- 
till' sues the defendant for $5,000 for 
slander. The defendant entered an ap- 
pearance in person to the writ of sum- 
mons, but omitted to state his address. 
The plaintiff signed interlocutory judg- 
ment and tire defendant took out a sum- 
mons to set it aside on the ground of ir- 
regularity in that an appearance had 
been entered and asked for leave to en- 
ter a fresh appearance by a solicitor. 
The preliminary objection waB raised to 
the application being heard hero with- 
out leave, the summons having been 
taken out in the Kamloops registry. 
This was overruled and Mr, Justice 
Walkura held that the appearance hav- 
ng been entered could not bo treated as 
a nullity by the plaintiff and that the 
proper couree was to apply to set the 
appearance aside.

The adjourned meeting of the school 
board waB held yesterday afternoon when 
a number of important matters were 
brought up and discussed. The prin- 
cipal business before the board was the 
pasting of the estimates for the current 
year. After a lengthy discussion it was 
decided to place the estimates for general 
school expenses at $49,900, or $1,010 
more than last year, and in addition to 
ask for the Bum of .f2,500 for extraordin- 
ary expenses. 

When the meeting was called to order 
all the members of the board were pres- 
ent. Mr. Speck acted aB secretary in 
the absence of Mr. Williams. 

Several communications from teach- 
ers aBking for increase in salary were 
read. They will be considered later on 
Mr. S. Scarth, secretary of the Nanaimo 
public school board, wrote asking if 
monitors were employed in the schools 
here. The secretary has already written 
Btating that the term monitor was not 
used, but that pupil teachers were em- 
ployed, and he explained the positions 
they held. 

A letter from Mayor Redfern waB read 
in which the receipt of the papers bear- 
ing on the refusal of Auditor Raymur to 
sign some of the accounts of last year 
waB acknowledged. CopieB of all" the 
papers and the letter from tho secretary 
of the school board, the Mayor's letter 
states, have been forwarded to Mr. Ray- 
mur. Applications for positions as 
teachers from ti i <a Josephine Co'quhoun 
and Miss E. R. Lee were laid on the 
table. 

Arthur Loundee, 14 Franklin street, 
requested the board to permit his daugh- 
ter to attend the South Park school, be- 
cause he does not think her advance- 
ment rapid enough at the Central. The 
inspector and superintendent will report 
in regard to the matter. 

Auditor Raymur wrote asking for cer- 
tain information regarding the three 
different teachers put in last year, and 
also aBked to have copies of several 
letters employing teachers. The letter 
was referred to the finance committee 
and they are empowered to give the in- 
formation asked for. 

The board then resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole to consider the 
estimates. The firBt draft totalled up to 
$51,450, but upon the suggestion of 
Chairman Hayward this was cut down 
to $19,900. An additional sum of $2,500 
will also occur in the estimates to be 
used in extraordinary expenses, making 
the total estimate for 1898 $52,400, or 
$3,510 more than last year. As a couple 
of new schools will probably be opened 
during the year and extensive improve- 
ments are contemplated in the school 
grounds, it was considered necessary to 
make the estimates higher this year. 

Chairman Hayward announced the 
following standing committees for the 
year, which were approved by the board : 

Finance — McMlcking, Belyea, Hall. 

Supply — Mrs. 11. Grant, Mra. Jenkins, 
Mr. McMicking.

Jenkins, 
Mrs. Grant, Mr. Belyea. 

Gymnasium— Mr." Hall, Mrs. Grant, 
Mrs. Jenkins. 

Before the meeting closed Trustee 
Marchant introduced a motion to the ef- 
fect that the Mayor and aldermen be 
written to for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether the school board could not 
have use of the room used by the water 
commissioners in which to meet in 
future. Considerable discussion fol- 
lowed, and it was finally decided to fur- 
ther consider the matter at a meeting of 
the board to be held on Friday evening 
next, at 8 o'clock.

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Needs of Revelstoke Presented by 
the Grand Jury— Rossland De- 
beutures Cause a Suit.

la their presentment to Judge Forin 
the Revelstoke grand juiy last week 
dealt with four important matters. They 
drew attention to the urgency of pro- 
tective measures being taken against the 
further encroachments of the Columbia 
river on the townsite at this place, de- 
claring that unless the protection work 
ia proceeded with before the water risss 
at the end of April, a large portion of 
the centre of the townsite will in all 
probability be wiped out, and the ap- 
proaches to the school house and the 
churcheB cut off, as well as jeopardizing 
the safety of the buildings. The loca- 
tion of the dumping ground for garbage 
and night soil is a vexed question hero. 
Dr. Duncan, secretary of the Provincial 
Hoard of Health, fixed on a site below 
and to the south of the town. The selec- 
tion, however, was over-ruled by Mr. C. 
Phillipps-Wolley, provincial sanitary 
inspector, who expropriated land to the 
north of and near the town, directly in 
the track of the prevailing northwesterly 
winds. The grand jury submit that per- 
mission be given to either discharge the 
irarbage into the Columbia river, or that 
the site selected by Dr. Duncan be 
chosen, instead of the present location. 
They further urged Judge Form's in- 
fluence in the matter of supporting an 
appeal to the Provincial Government 
for au additional crant of $150 for Are 
protection purposes. Lastly, the pre- 
sentment says: "A matter of very 
great importance to this town and dis- 
trict, to which we would respectfully 
draw your attention, is the necessity of 
improving means of transportation to 
the Big Bend district, by constructing 
wagon roads to a point beyond tno 
canyon, and improving the navigation 
from that point northwards on the 
Columbia river. The amount of work 
already done in this district fully war 
rants the expenditure needed in this 
direction." 

An interesting case has come before 
Judge Bole at New Westminster wherein 
the validity of the native marriage cere 
mony will be tested in the suit of Smith 
v. Young. The defendant is the official 
administrator at Nanaimo. The plain 
tiff is a Oowichau Indian woman, who, 
in 1865, was married, in the tribal man- 
ner, to a white man. Her husband and 
son, having since died, she claims the 
estate which otherwise would go to the 
crown. This will be the first time a 
suit of this nature haB occurred in the 
province. 

The Rossland city solicitor has in 
hand the defence of a suit for $10,.. 
damages brought against the city by the 
•Guarantee Loan and Trust Company of 
Toronto. The claim of the company is 
that it had negotiated for the sale of 
$50,000 worth of Rossland debentures 
under the terms of an agreement, and 
that by the failure of the city to sell it 
the bonds the company had suffered a 
loss of $10,000 profit assured by the sale 
of the debentures. 

Rossland has decided to give the fire 
men a Bort of retainer, instead of their 
being absolutely "volunteer." The chid 
will re;:eivp $100 per annum, the assis- 
tant chief $75 per month, and the driver 
$ii0 per month, and the call men are to 
be given $10 per month each. 

The store of Mr. M. J. O'Hearn, mer 
chant tailor and ireneral furnisher, Robb 
land, has been damaged by fire to the 
extent of $750. 

Mr. Gaglietto, a well-known store- 
keeper of Kamloops, is misBing, and his 
prolonged absence is causing anxiety. 
He left Kamloopn some time ago to go to 
the coast, and has not been heard of 
since. 

During the four months of Green- 
wood's incorporation, which ended on 
December 31, the total civic receipts 
-'.-ere $1,110. The city owes the Bank of 
Montreal $7-18. 

Archibald Campbell, a timekeeppr on 
the Crow's Nest Railway, has died at 
Crow's Nest lake from the effects of an 
overdose of morphine. Pie swallowed 
nine pills and never awoke from the 
<ioep sleep that followed. 

Mr. G. Kydd, late manager of the 
Bank of British North America, at San- 
don, Lea been appointed manager of the 
.Merchants' Bank of Halifax, at Nelsnn. 

Mr. George Lovatt, a visitor from To- 
rnnlo, aged 02, died suddenly at iSandoir 
the other day. 

CHINESE IN*UAL MINES. 

"Latter Day Professions of Those Responsi- 
ble 'or the Introduction ol This 
Class of Labor. 

To tiik EntToit: — I notice in the Col- 
onist ol the 9th a letter on the employ- 
ment of Chinese. The writer has cer- 
tainly struck the key-note of this ques- 
tion, but not being an old-timer tl pre- 
sume) could not iio further back than 
the great explosion of 1887. Wei must 
go further back than that to get at the 
root of the matter; then we shall see 
who has. been in favor of Chinese labor. 
Such an answer as that given to a depu- 
tation of our citizens by Mr. Robins, 
manager of the V.C.L.C. would leadout- 
Hiders to believe that the Dunsniuirs 
were the only persons to blame for the 
Chinese being hero at all ; but we shall 
see presently who the responsible par- 
ties are. That deputation of citizens 
who waited on Mr. Robins with regard 
to the purchase of a small amount of 
land by the DuiiHmuirs to facilitate 
shipping of coal from the Wellington 
distension and Alexandra mines were 
furthering a plan in the interest 
of Nanaimo, and those who have 
property in Nanaimo. I have no reason 
to doubt that the promises made by Mr 
James Dunsmuir, " that he would do all 
ho could to build up Nanaimo," would 
be more than fulfilled, knowing as wo do 
that Mr. Dunsmuir is a straightforward 
and honorable man, and he meant ever} 
word he said. 

Now for the Chinese question. Who 
imported the Chinamen into Nanaimo? 
Who answers? Who? — The Vancouver 
Coal Mining and Land Company, Bin.- 
ited. Yob; the first Chinese coolieb 
caniB on the ship Shooting Star from 
San Francisco in the early sixties, before 



Wellington was even thought of; and 
further, when Mr. Wilds, a director of 
the company, came to Nanaimo, one of 
his firBt acta was to summon a number 
of the old residents (many of them are 
in Nanaimd to-day) to take contracts 
and take in Chinese and Indians, and 
thus reduce the staff of white miners to 
a minimnm. 

There are o'.d residents who have 
worked in adjoining stalls with Chinese 
miners in Douglas pit, who were in- 
structed in mining and firing shots by 
the company's bosses. Other attempts 
have been made by this company to do 
away with white miners. They in early 
days imported a largo number of 
" greasers," but they too were a failure. 
And laBt but not least Mr. Robins him- 
self bossed a gang of Chinamen last 
summer, it was said at the time to prove 
their superiority over the white laborers. 
Now with all these facts beforo us, does 
it not seem strange that Mr. RobinB 
knowing these things, (for I believe he 
was lecretary'fm- the company) should 
make such a ridiculous oiler to our citi- 
zens, that as soon as Mr. Dunsmuir dis- 
charged all the Chinese he employed 
underground he would entertain the 
proposition and not until then. 

There is more I would like to say, Mr. 
Editor, but I think this is enough to un- 
it ask this anti-Chinese company.

SEAL Sia/UAKMENTS. 

The Regulations for Their Exclusion From 
the United States. 

The followiuc regulations of the United 
StateaTroasury Departmental ofspecial 
interest to all those persons intending to 
visit the United States, and to take with 
them, either as personal effects or mer- 
chandise, any fur seal skins, or articles 
manufactured therefrom : 

1. No fur seal skins, whether raw, 
dressed, dyed, or otherwiso manufac- 
tured, shall be admitted to entry in the 
United StateB, unless there shall be at- 
tached to the invoice a certificate, signed 
by the United States consul at the place 
of exportation, that said skins were not 
taken from seals killed within the waters 
mentioned in said act, specifying in de- 
tail the locality of such taking, whether 
on land or at sea, and alBO the person 
from whom said skins were purchased 
in their raw and dressed state, the date 
of said purchaso and the lot number. 
Consuls shall require satisfactory evi- 
dence of the truth of such facts by oath 
or otherwiso betore giving any such 
certificate. 

No fur seal skins, raw, dreESed, dyed, 
or otherwise manufactured shall be ad- 
mitted to entry as part of a passenger's 
personal effects unless accompanied by 
an invoice certified by the consul as 
herein provided. 

All fur seal skins, whether raw, 
dressed, dyed, or otherwise manufac- 
tured, the invoices of which are not ac- 
companied by the certificate above pre- 
scribed, shall be seized by the collector 
of customs and destroyed as provided for 
in section 9 of the act of December 29, 
1S97. 

2. Every article manufactured, in 
whole or in part, from fur seal skins, the 
invoice of which is presented as afore- 
said to the consul, shall have legibly 
Btamped thereon the name of the manu- 
facturer and the place of manufacture, 
and shall beaceompanied by a statement 
in writing under the oath ot taid manu- 
facturer that said skin or skins used in 
said article were taken from seals not 
killed at sea within the waters men- 
tioned in said act, specifying the locality 
in detail, and also the person from whom 
said skins were purchased in their raw 
and dressed state, the date of said pur- 
chase and the lot number. 

3. When an application is made to a 
consul for a certificate under these regu- 
lations the invoice and proofs of origin 
presented by the exporter shall be sub- 
mitted to the treasury agent designated 
for the purpose of investigation, and the 
consul shall not certify any such invoice 
until such agent shall have made his re- 
port. 

i. All articles manufactured in whole 
or in part from lur seal skins and im- 
ported into the United States shall have 
the linings thereof so arranged that the 
pelt of the skin or skins underneath 
shall be exposed for examination. 

5. All fur seal skins, whether raw, 
dresBed, dyed or otherwiso manufac- 
tured, in whole or in part, whether im- 
ported as merchandise or as part of a 
passenger's effects, shall be sent to the 
public stores for a careful examination 
and inspection to prevent evasion of the 
law. 

(». All garmonts made in whole or in pait 
of seal skins and taken from this coun- 
try may be re-entered on presentation 
of a certificate of ownership from the 
collector of customs of the port of de- 
parture, which certificate shall have 
been obtained before leaving this coun- 
try. 

7. Nothing in these regulations shall 
affect the right 'of any officer of the cus- 
toms to inspect and seiz-i any fur seal 
skin or garment imported which he may 
find to have been impoited in violation 
of said act. 

The law prohibits the importation 
into the United States of any fur seal 
skins taken in the waters of the North 
Pacific ocean, and the above regulations 
are designed to carry into effect said 
law, and the laws are rigidly enforced 
by the U. S. customs officers. It will be 
seen that fur seal skins of any kind can 
not be imported into the United States, 
whether as merchandise or as part of the 
passengers' effects, unless accompanied 
by the required consular certificate. It 
will save passengers faking sealskin furs 
or garments into the United Statea a 
reat deal of annoyance and delay, and 
possibly seizure, if they provide them- 
selves with the required consular certifi- 
cate before they start.

TIME TO PROTEST. 

It would seem as if it were about time 
for Canada to take an example irom Sir 
Michaol HickB-Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer of Great Britain, apd say 
that unless given fair treatment in re- 
gard to the rush to the Klon- 
dike steps, would be taken to 
get thoroughly even. Hon. Clif- 
ford Sifton was given to understand 
when at Washington that duty would 
not be charged on goods in transit acroBB 
the strip of land lying between Skagway 
and Dyea and Canadian territory. The 
supposition was that this was to go into 
effect at once. Nothing in this direction 
has been done yet. In tho meantime 
we are giving the Americans everything. 
Wo allow them to go and take up claims 
as freely as if they belonged to this 
country. We give them police and court 
protection better than most of them 
were used to at homo and in return we 
are refused even common courteRy. A 
public mass meeting should be called so 
that resolutions could be passed that 
would be likely to have some effect at 
Ottawa. Otherwise the Yankees will 
keep right on fooling Canada until the 
rtiBh is over. The time for action is 
now.— Vancouver World. 

EX POUT DUTY OK OIU'.. 

To impose an export duty on ore at 
the present time would be little less than 
a disaster to the mining industry in Brit- 
ise Columbia. Practically, a smelting 
monopoly would bo created, while at the 
samo time, the smelting capacity in this 
province would be quite inadequate to 
treat more than a Bmall portion of the 
ore which will be produced this year. 
There are now only two smelters in 
operation in tho province.— News- Ad- 
vertiser. 

UNION OF EAST AND WEST KOOTENAY. 

The near approach to us from the East 
of the Crow's Nest railway ia bringing 
about a union of tho interests of East, 
and West Kootonay in a very gratifying 
manner. The circuitous route necessary 
to travel by any public conveyance, 
coverB about 400 miles. Already a stage 
company is about to put on a lino from 
Fort Steele to the new town of Kalama 
at Armstrong or Go%t River landing. 
The distance to bo covered is about 70 
miles. From Kaslo to Kalama is about 
50 miles. Consequently one will socn 
have to travel but about 120 miles as 
compared with 400 as formerly, a saving 
of several hundred percent, on distance. 
When the railway is once completed 
there will also be a saving of several 
hundred per cent, on time.— British 
Columbia News.

How tho Case Will Be AiFectetl by 
Existing Charters and tho 
Government's Line. 



(Toronto Jluil and Empire.) 

There is tvery indication ol a great 
scramble for Yukon railway chartere 
during the coming session of Parliament. 
Already twenty-one applications havi- 
been made tor the incorporation of vari- 
ous railway enterprises, all of *vhioh 
have the Klondike us their goal. Ten of 
the projected companies aek powers not 
only to build and operate railroads to 
the YukoD, but to deal in mining lands, 
to develop mining properties, to own 
and operate smelters. Half of the 
schemes are therefore railway and mining 
enterprises combined. Besides this, other 
powers out of the ordiuarj' are sought. 
Many proposed companies ask to he au- 
thorized to acquire and operate waggon 
roads, and to colleut tolls from all using 
such thoroughfares. Permission to con- 
struct and operate saw mills, vessels, 
wharves and docks, telegraph and tele- 
phone linea, to deal in water-powers, to 
divert streams, to acquire timber limits, 
ind to act as an express company is 
iought by several concerns from parlia- 
ment. Koine of the companies ask to be 
constituted, as well as mining and rail- 
way corporations, general trading insti- 
tutions, dealing in provisions, clothing, 
machinery, establishing and owning re- 
tail stores, and owning aud operating 
notelB, boarding-houses, etc. 

Various and devious are the ways by 
which it is proposed to open up com- 
munication with the land of gold. Ed- 
monton, the Lynn canal and Ashcroft 
ire favorite starting points. The Cari- 
Doo-Cassiar railway seeks to build- from 
the Canadian Paciiic, near Ashcroft, to 
Lake Teslin, thence following the course 
'if the Hootalinrjiia. Lewis and Yukon 
rivers to PawBon city. 

Tbe BniiHn Columbia and Northern 
railway also proposes to start at Aeh- 
iroft, but will follow the valley of the 
Eraser to the headwaters of the Stickine 
river, and proceed thence down the 
i-ailev of tho Lewis river to Fort 
Selkirk. Several companies are anxi- 
oub to atait from Edmonton, N. 
vV.l'., and uuild norm and west into the 
Yukon. The Northern and Yukon rail- 
way wants to lay tracks from Edmonton 
aorthwesterly to the Peace river, and 
lown thrnftsu TeRlin lake to the centre 
of attraction. Another project, of which 
Mr. J. 15. Powell ei^ns himielf general 
msnager, proposes to Luild from Edmon- 
ou to the Klondike, with no particular 
route in view, and to issue psiid-uo pro- 
moters' stock. Senator Lougheed'a lirm 
iives notice of a scheme to build from 
Edmonton to the Peace river, and thence 
co the Yukon, by the most practicable 
aud feasible route. 

Most of the prospective railway mag- 
natett think that the Pacific coast n fiords 
the best means of ingreBs to the Klon- 
dike. The route mapped out for the 
Lynn Canal and Dalton railway ia from 
the head of the Lynn canal northward 
along Dalton's trail to a point near Port 
Selkirk. The Stickine and Teslin lake 
tompany is heading for the Yukon by 
way of Fort Wrangel, following the 
Stickine river to Telegraph creek, and 
thence to Fort Selkirk, by way of 
Tetlin lake. The Yukon and Pacific 
railway proposes to built) from Skag- 
way or Dyea to Lake Bennett, and 
thence communicate by water with 
DawtonCity. Another 1 oute for whica 
1 charier is sought. Levins near the 
<hore oi the Lynn canal, and proceeds 
•ilong or near the Dalton trail to the Yu- 
kon river. Some capitalists ask permis- 
sion to put their own or other people's 
money in a liue beginning on the Stick- 
ine river and continuing by way of Lake 
Teslin and Hootalinqua river to a point 
on the Yukon. Mr. Dalton McCarthy's 
lirm gives notice of application for a 
charter from Chilcoot inlet, at the bead 
of the Lynn canal, up the Chilcoot river 
to Chilcoot summit, thence to Pive Fiu- 
^er rapids, on the Lewis river, and 
thence to Fort Selkirk. The Paciiic 
and Yukon railway proposes to start 
from the same point, going 
through the Chilcoot, pass to Dalton's 
post, on the Aleek river, and thence to 
the Five lungers' rapids. A line is pro- 
jected from Portland Inlet to Telegraph 
creek, on the Stickine river, thence to 
Teslin lake, and along the Yukon to 
Dawson City. Another route to be ap- 
propriated by charter is from the Lynn 
canal to the White pass, thence by way 
of Lake Bernard to the Hootalinqua 
river. The British Paciiic railway also 
propoBes to build branches through tho 
Oftasiar and Yukon district to prevent 
any scarcity of railways. 

Several of the proposed charters cover 
practically the same routes. The trails, 
pasties and valleys will re-echo with the 
shriek of the iron horse very soou if the 
applications to parliament afford any 
indication of the number of railroads 
about to be built. 

The rvneent planB, if exetutsd, would 
make Dawson City the moBt important 
railway centre in tho world. Last ses- 
sion a couple of companies got through 
charters to serve the Klondike with 
railway facilities. They may bo expect- 
ed to offer objection to the new competi- 
tors, so far as they cover similar ground. 
As tho disposition of the railway com- 
mittee baa been against overloading any 
particular part of the country with rail- 
way charters this opposition may count 
for something. It is understood that tho 
government is maturing plana of its own 
for giving the now district railway con- 
nection. It may, undertake to build a 
line, or it may offer a substantial 
Dtibsidy to the company that iB prepared 
to do so with the leaBt possible delay. 
TheBe circumstances cannot fail to com- 
plicate the question as to how far the 
appetite for charters o,ught to be grati- 
fied. It ia stated that already at least 
one Yukon charter has changed hands 
at a fancy price, and without assuming 
that there is any intention to traffic in 
franchises, that is a phase of tho matter 
that will receive attention. The railway 
committee of the Houbb of Commons 
will be the tribunal which will hear and 
determine the arguments of the various 
promoters, and as such will he the cen- 
tre of attraction in what promises to be 
a distinctly Klondike BefiBion of parlia- 
ment. 



KIAOUHOD AND KOREA, 

Views of tbe Oriental Press on Recent Opera 
tions by Europeun Powers. 

A few days a^o we gave the opinions- 
of two leadiuj{ members of the Straila 
Chinese community with reference to 
the Kiiochau incident, both of whom, 
were lirmly convinced of the existence of 
a great foreign coalition and tlio por- 
tending partition of China. To-day our 
representative had an interesting chat 
with a well-informed English-speaking; 
Chinaman who was recently in Europe, 
and' who .claims to be conversant with 
both Western and Eastern politics. He 
by no means regards the situation as 
hopeless nor tho attitude of the powers 
as unfriendly to China. In fact he 
thitly disbelieves in the existence o£ any 
such coalition, and looks upon' our 
special telegram to-day as mere rumor, 
quite on a par with other p'revious 
rumors of a similar nature. Ab regards 
the Kiaocliau incident, he said hail 
long btreu known that Germany was on 
tho lookout fur a coaling Btation to sup- 
port her commerce, and the whole thiu;j; 
was premeditated. When in Europe hemet 
Major von Hauneken, who was formerly 
in command of the northern squadron oi 
the Chinese navy, and he tiathered from 
him that there was a feeling of great dis- 
satisfaction at being left, an it were, out 
iri the cold. Britain had her ports, 
France had obtained advantageous terms 
in the south, and Kuesia had secured 
railway concessions in the north, whilst 
Germany was out of it. Our informant 
then aeked Mujor Hanneken what port 
they would like, and ho immediately re- 
plied Kiaochau. ■ Germany was a power 
of great and Rfow'ing commercial im- 
portance, and he failed to see why some 
concession should not have been made 
to her. He also felt assured that what- 
ever action Germany bad taken was 
taken with the full knowledge of Russia. 
This all tended to show that the mit- 
jionary outrages which were committed 
by irresponsible parlies had been on the 
pretext for advancing what was doubt- 
less a settled policy and advantage taken 
oi the opportunity thus afforded to secure 
i coaling station. 

The viewa held by Singapore Chineee 
as to the imminent break up of China., 
under foreign pressure, are borne out by 
the opinions entertained by the Chineee 
further north.— Singapore Free Preae. 

When the now Russian minister suc- 
ceeded Mr. Waeber in Korea, Russia 
UBed it as an opportunity to make an ad- 
vance in itB policy of interference. First 
the military power of Korea was as- 
sumed, next the finances of Korea 
brought under its superintendance, while 
about the same time a certain Russian 
got the privilege to cut out timber and 
another applied for the privilege to work 
a gold mine. A Russian alsoapplied for 
the right to catch whales ard in addition 
to the coaling depot shealrcady possesses 
in an island in front of Chemulpo she is 
making efforts to get another on tbe 
island opposite to Fusan. She is also 
going to lix two buoys in the bay of Che- 
mulpo aud to establish a Russian settle- 
ment in Fuian, In the new port, of 
Mokpo and Chin-nan-po, it iB said 1 
that over 100,000 teubo have been 
laid out a8 the Bite for the Russian Con- 
sulate. There iB information received 
also that Russia is trying to get Shiuipo 
in Han-Kyongtao, a good port for strate- 
gical purposes, so aB to make it a great 
naval and commercial port in the north.. 
The result will be tbat an island lying' 
in front of it will be occupied by Russia. 
A peninsular in front of Wonsan, will 
also be occupied by RusBia when she 
will either make it a settlement or coal- 
ing depot. It ia also eaid that Russians 
are going to be engaged shortly aa cus- 
tom housa officials and there is to be a 
great Ruaso-Korean bank. Further, it 
ia Btated that the Russian minister is 
employing KoreanB on the Russian 
frontier in various situations and that 
railway in a certain part oi Korea will 
be made by contract in conjoint work 
with Russia.— Hongkong Telegraph. 

MADRID SATISFIED. 

Ksatsurlnfi Despatch Received From Wash- 
ington and Naval Ofl'icers Will 
Fraternize. 

Madrid, Jan. 20.— Senor Sagasta, the 
premier, read to the queen regent to- 
day what he describes as a " very satis- 
factory" dispatch from Washington, 

It 13 probable that Senor Morle, min- 
ister of the colonies, will announce at 
the next cabinet council a project of pol- 
itical administrative reforms for "the 
Philippines. 

Admiral Bermejo, minister cf marine, 
has authorized the officers of the Span- 
ish squadron at Havana to attend the 
naval hanquet to be given by United 
States Consul General L°e.

Proposal to Purchase the Entire Railway 
and Steamboat System. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 2ti — Mr. 
L. Wichmnnn, the agent of the English 
corporation the AtlaB Steamship Com- 
pany, offers the Nicaraguan government 
a large sum in silver pesos, advanced 
from London sources, for Nicaragua's 
railway and Bteamboat system from 
ocean to ocean, with a view'of obtaining 
for tho company transportation acrosw 
tho country, including the enial 'route. 
The government is considering the offer. 

Spanibli Naval Outlay. 
London, Jah. '37. — The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail says thie gov- 
ernment will ask the next corteB to vote 
jCS.OOO.COO for strengthening the navy.

The Courts Would Garr the Press as 
the Speaker Would Silence 
the Legislature. 

Why He Thiuks Political Libels 
Should Be Allowed to J?ass iu 
Silence Until Trial. 



To the Editor:— I had hoped to with- 
draw from the bitter controversy that 
has arisen over the libel actionB and 
into which I wag drawn quite unfitting- 
ly, but your article of thia tawning im- 
pels me to again point out the dvngoroue 
position which you occupy *ad into 
which you appear to have hastened 
With eyes and ^ [lr S closed tightly to your 
peril. There would seem to be no halt- 
ing place, no half-way house, llo Spot 
..where, while refreshing your corporal 

body, yon may exercise your mental fac- 
ulties for the advantage and instruction 
of your readers. You just think a thing 
ought to be, and because you think it 
ought to be, you say it must 
be; and so you rush unheedingly 
on towards the Blough where 
many unthinking, inconsiderate, and 
withal, like yourself, well meaning 
persons have Been engulfed. I do not 
propose to again discuss the matter from 
the standpoint of the right of the legis- 
lature to review the subject-matter o( 
the libel cases. Your quarrel ia with 
"May," not with me ; but I cannot help 
in passing, pointing out how absurd and 
inconsistent "our attitude on Tuesday 
morning really was. Yfju headed your 
article " No One's Mouth Closed," and 
proceeded to proclaim the right of every- 
body to discuss the guilt or innocence of 
the accused persons; but almost in the 
same breath, in the eamo article, you 
upbraided Mr. Speaker for having ex- 
pressed his views as to the right of paT- 
liament to •consider the maUer. You 
should have headed your article thus: 
"No one's mouth closed except Mr. 
Speaker's, and his only because he doe^ 
not agree with the editor of the Col- 
onist." 

The point on which 1 propose to jiin 
issue with you to-day is where you sa\ : 

" We tell the Times that it is the law 
of the land that it may every day from 
now until the crack of doom proclaim its 
innocence of the libel with which it haB 
been charged, and that there is no power 
under the sun that can prevent it from 
so doing." 

I say in remonstrauce that there is no 
law ol this land which permits a news- 
paper or the plaintid" or defendant in an 
action to bias public opinion aB to a case 
while it is awaiting judicial action. No 
such law or rule exists in Canada or in 
any other British country. The practice 
has never been resorted to without draw- 
ing down on the head of the offending 
party the severest penalty. It is 
distinctly a contempt of court 
to attempt to influence public 
opinion one way or the other before a 
case has been disposed of. And rightly, 
too, for it iB from the public that jurors 
have to be drawn to try a case, and how 
can there be a fair trial with jurors who 
are prejudiced for or against a man? It 
will be a most unfortunate thing for 
Canada when, copying the perniciout 
practice of the United States, newspapers 
shall bo allowed to try actions and to 
convict Or acquit the accused. A fair 
trial would bo impossible under such 
circumstances. Lav/ would become a 
jest, and courts a mockery, until the 
people, despairing of justice through the 
proper channel, would take matters into 
their own hands and mete out punish- 
ment by means of a popular tribunal,

She will 
have most of her load on board by the 
time she arrives, and there will 
be nothing here /or hot' =a '-? 
a few passengers. The Queen is 
booked to leave Victoria on her first 
trip of the season on the 4th proximo, 
and the Cleveland of the same line three 
days latter. This latter vessel became 
famous last yfiftf as a gold carrier from 
the north, and her history lrom the 
time she was built until the memorable 
dieaster of ft few months ago on the 
rocka 61 the West Coast would fill many 
Columns. The Cleveland's repairs are 
not yet quite complete, but when ready 
for service again the steamer will 
have accommodation for 1,000 tons 
of freight and 300 second class 
passengers. Tickets for the City of Na- 
naimo, sailing on about the third of Feb- 
uary, are selling well, as they are also 
for the Islander. Additional berths are 
being placed in the Islander and she is 
expected to carry the banner crowd in 
point of numbers, sailing up to the time 
of her departure. The steamer Mischief 
with her party of Los Angeles folk, who 
have been in this city for sometime past, 
and who are going into the Yukon via 
the Stickine.got away yesterday heavily 
freighted. She carried twenty horses 
belonging to the partv,and a large num- 
ber of dogs.

Cheer 
after cheer rose from the passing crowds, 
but the funniest greeting of all 
came from the watchman of the 
wharf where tho vessels land 
at Departure Bay, An old pioneer wide- 
ly known among steamboat men is 
watchman at this port and he received a 
very severe shock the other day when 
the Oregon arrived loaded with passen- 
gere. It must be remembered that de- 
parture Bay is not particularly noted for 
its gay Parisian fashions and one can 
imagine the perplexity of tiie old man 
as he gazed upon 200 bloomer-clad 
women and realized for the first time 
what the new woman waB liko. He reso- 
lutely demanded of theOregon's skipper 
" What have you here," adding that the 
Oregon could not land "with thoBe on 
board." Of the many steamers seen the 
smallest met by the Boscowitz waR tho 
little steam launch Mockingbird which 
hails from the Sound and is going north 
to act as a ferry between Dyea and Skag- 
way. She was passed Millbank sound. 
Messrs. J. Rood, Wadbams and Williest 
and MiBs Pidcock wore among the pas- 
eengers to arrive on the steamer and the 
vessel's only cargo was a shipment of 
200 cases of salmon from Drainey's can- 
nery at Namu and in transit for Aus- 
tralia.
